Towermen Skillfully Guide Trains 
Through New L. A. Union Terminal

Yee Be looking at the most highly flexible 
track layout on the Pacific Coast,” said Sup't 
Geo. E. Donnatin to the Bulletin reporter as they 
stood on the signal bridge (below} that spans the 
six tracks comprising the “throat” of Los Angeles’ 
new $11,000,000 Union Passenger Terminal. 

Unfolded below them was a crisscrossed pattern 
of rail (left) dotted with dwarf signals and metal 
switch boxes. Beyond were the 16 tracks for pas- 
senger trains at the station platform, and the 17 
other tracks for the handling of mail, express, bag- 
gage, private cars and switching operations. 

To the superintendent's experienced eyes the entire 
track arrangement, laid out on a heavily ballasted 
roadbed, was a thing of beauty and mechanical per- 
fection; to the layman reporter, who was being 
given this preview just before the terminal was 
opened for traffic, the picture spread before him 
was but an intriguing puzzle. 

“We can take a train from any one of these six 
Jead tracks” explained the terminal boss, “and route

it into any one of the station tracks, and vice 
versa. The switches and signals that control all 
train and engine movements over these track 
turnouts and crossovers are electrically operated 
by towermen stationed in that little three-story 
Terminal Tower on the left. In that building is 
located the electro-pneumatic interlocking ma- 
chine (left) which is the nerve center of this 
whole terminal layout, and in the guiding hands 
of the towermen rests the smooth functioning of 
the entire system,” 

One of the switch engines being used at the 
time for test purposes was just then passing 
under the signal bridge and ahead were seen 
the green lights of the searchlight-type signals 
that charted the course the engine was to take in 
moving from the throat track over the various 
switches to one of the station tracks. 

“You really can’t get a complete picture of 
how this layout works, until you watch long 
trains rolling into and out of here during the 
tush morning and evening periods,” said the 
superintendent. “I suggest you come back later 
when we're firing on all cylinders.” 

Early in June the reporter made his return 
visit, and was referred to Yardmaster W. R. 
Fread (lower left, opposite page) whose job of 
traffic directing calls into play the use of three 
telephones, a microphone and a megaphone to 
keep him in touch with ground operations and 
with nearby Mission Tower. He is on duty from 
7 am. to 3 p.m, Yardmasters Luther Freeborg 
and M. McGuire work the other two shifts. 


“Quarterbacking” Yardmasters 


The visit to Terminal Tower was made dur- 
ing the lull after the peak of morning traffic, 
so there was opportunity for Fread to explain 
the terminal operations. It's the yardmaster, or 
his assistant, who do the “quarterbacking” in 
getting 15 trains on certain mornings (13 every 
morning) through the terminal between 8 and 
9:10. At night there are 13 trains between 7 and 


moderniy equipped Commissary and other service buildings on right. The yard covers 33 acres. 


8:25. Quarterbacking seems an appropriate 
name, for theirs is a job of calling numbers and 
in their minds they have indelibly pictured the 
entire terminal layout with its many combina- 
tions of numbers designating switches, signals 
and tracks. (See diagram over interlocking ma- 
chine, opposite page). Also they have a mental 
picture of yards and connecting approaches to 
the terminal. 

For instance, a train is approaching on throat 
track No. 56 (top heavy line on left of diagram). 
Fread wants the train to move onto station track 
No. 8. So he calls out to the towerman: “56 to 
8." They adjust the proper switch and signal 
levers between those two tracks and the train 
rolls along without interruption. The towermen 
do their own mental quarterbacking when the 
yardmaster is elsewhere about the terminal. 


The Terminal’s Parade 


The fifteen morning trains handled at the 
terminal in 70 minutes do not, by themselves, 
constitute a heavy movement. It’s the several 
correlated switching and locomotive moves in- 
cidental to getting each train into and out of the 
terminal that add up to make a minimum of 75 
moves, ot better than one 2 minute when the 
three railroads put on their morning train 
parade. These moves ate just for regularly 
scheduled trains. When heavy travel requires 
extra sections of trains, or when a big conven- 
tion brings in numerous specials, the yardmaster 
and towerman have their problems multiplied. 

“Most incoming trains involve seven separate 
moves through the interlocking system,” Fread 
explained. ‘They come in this order: 1—the full 
train moves in; 2~—-road engine is cut off head- 
end and backs out along a track down the center 
between the two main platform tracks; 3— 
switch engine goes in for headend mail, express 
and baggage cars; 4—-these cars switched to un- 
loading platforms; 5—switch engine moves out 
from platform; and, 6—moves in again for re-

Checked luggage and trunks are moved 
rapidly throughout the baggage depart- 
ment by means of three electric con- 
veyors between upper and lower floors. 


Rush hours of night and morning find intense activity in the baggage room (below) where 2500 
incoming and 2000 outgoing pieces is a good day’s average. Luggage is first placed on the floor in 
one of ten raws, the next to last number on any baggage check serving as the key number. Thus 
the items are quickly located for passengers at the counter. Object is to clear the floor as rapidly as 
possible. Usually 80% of the luggage is claimed before it has to be placed in racks at the rear of the 
room, Pho baggage department also handles an average of 20,000 pieces of railroad mail daily. 


maining train equipment; which is, 7— 
switched to the railroads’ respective coach 
yard.” 

During an average 24-hour period ap- 
proximately 700 moves are handled 
through the terminal yard. The most con- 
centrated period is at 8 p.m, on Tuesdays 
and Fridays when four trains (S. P. 
Sunset and Californian, Santa Fe Super 
Chief, and Union Pacific's Los Angeles 
Limited) pull out at the same moment. 

Terminal Tower's interlocking ma- 
chine has provision for 155 levers, of 
which 104 are now active. The machine 
is the same size as the one in Oakland 
Pier Tower, where 117 levers are in op- 
eration. The layout of tracks at Los An- 
geles, however, necessitates a more in- 
volved interlocking system. 

“On that track model diagram over the 
interlocking machine," Fread continued, 
“you notice that a number marks every 
switch and signal in the track layout. 
The row of top levers on the machine 
control the switches, and the lower ones 
the signals. When the towetman turns 
one of these levers he forms the electric 
contacts that set or release the switches 
and operate the signal lights out in the 
train yard. In that panel below the levers 
are lights to indicate which functions are 
in use. The whole system is interlocked 
so that there is no chance of a train get- 
ting onto the wrong track, A red signat 
light would warn the engineer that 
switches had not been properly set for 
his train. Lights in the little bulbs on the 
diagram trace the moves of a train or 
engine through the Jayout and other 
lights designate which tracks are in use. 
There is also a series of lights marking 
each platform track which are flashed on 
by the train conductor when he is ready 
to depast. When the towerman gets that 
signal he sets the switches and the green 
signal lights for the engineer to follow 
out of the terminal. Further ahead, the 
engineer sees the lights on the signal 
bridge indicating that al! is clear between 
the terminal yard and Mission Junction.” 

Just then a voice came over a loud- 
speaker in Terminal Tower: “S. P. road 
engine.” Fread turned to his microphone 
and said: “O, K. Mission, 54." To his 
towerman he said: “54 to 9.” To the re- 
porter he explained: “Mission tower, lo- 
cated nearly a half mile around that 
curve beyond the signal bridge, is a vital 
link in this track layout. Before a train 
of engine reaches Mission Junction com- 
ing toward the terminal over either SP, 
UP or SFe lines, its approach is known 
in advance by the Mission towerman. 
He announces this to Terminal Tower 
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over our connecting speaker system, just 
as be did a moment ago for the SP road 
engine, and in turn this tower tells him 
on which track to put the train or engine. 
In addition to the microphone on my 
desk, there are two above the interlock- 
ing machine. This room has perfect 
acoustical treatment so that when contact 
is made by moving forward a rod on the 
interlocking machine in front of the 
towermen, our voices are picked up from 
any point.” 

Electric current for use at both the 
Terminal and Mission towers is received 
from two sources to avoid the possi- 
bility of power failure, Fread pointed 
out. If a failure should occur, however, 
each interlocking plant can immediately 
cut in a gasoline-engine-driven generator 
emergency unit to furnish the power. 

Handling of mail, express and baggage 
at the terminal has been effectively or- 
ganized to give maximum efficiency and 
isolation from the view of passengers. 
These operations are concentrated at 
track Jevel in a large Utility Building be- 
tween the train platforms and station 
building. In addition to six tracks for 
loading and unloading of headend cars, 
ample space has been allowed for the 
trucking of mail, express and baggage. 

The big job with the baggage force is 
to get the hand parcels out of the cars 
and into position in the baggage room so. 
they will be quickly available when pas- 
sengers cal] at the counter. Such speed 
is not usually necessary for teunks, al- 
though on Sundays when so many pas- 
sengers are met by friends with auto- 
mobiles, the baggagemen in the trunk 
section often find it tough going during 
morning rush hours, according to E. 
Livingstone, baggage agent at the Union 
Terminal, and formerly district baggage 
agent for S. P. at Los Angeles. 

Other integral units of the terminal, 
although operated separately by the 
respective three railroads, are the coach 
yards where equipment is taken for clean- 
ing and general servicing. S. P. has built 
a new coach yard on Mission Road, ad- 
jacent to the Company's general car 
shops, at a cost of approximately $700,- 
000, including the purchase of property 
and the laying of 55,000 feet of track. 
(Pictures page 3) Here the cars are given 
a thorough overhauling after each trip, 
and here also the Commissary has a new 
modern plant for stocking the Company's 
dining cars, which facility will be the 
subject of an article in the next Bulletin.

Typical of Southern Pacific's officers, 
Mr. Monahan began his service far 
down in the ranks nearly 42 years ago 
and advanced to positions with the rail-

Born at Stockton in May 1884, he early 
moved with his patents to Southern 
California, where his father was one of 
Southern Pacific's pioneer section fore- 
men at Downey and later Chino, From 
this family environment the youth be- 
came interested in railroading and 
studied telegraphy at the Downey sta- 
tion in 1898. Later that year he obtained 
his first position at San Bernardino. 

Until 1911 Mr. Monahan worked as 
operator and agent for §, P. at Pasadena,

Nearly 500 persons attended the fu- 
neral services at St. Theresa’s Church, Al- 
hambra, June 17. Active pallbearers, 
chosen from Mr. Monahan's office, were: 
L. F. Anso, G. K. Moran, Geo. Crane, 
Herbert Emery, T. H. Welch, James 
Shaw, W. G. Bird and J. A. Ray. 

Surviving him are his widow and son, 
Bradford, who is following ia his 
father’s footsteps as clerk in the Passen- 
ger Department's Service Bureau at Los 
Angeles.

Mr. Donnatin, who becomes ass't gen- 
eral manager at San Francisco, started 
railroading as a stores department clerk 
for SP in June 1892 at Los Angeles on 
the division where he became superin- 
tendent in Jan. 1931. Up to Oct. 1921, 
when he received his first superinten- 
dency appointment to San Joaquin Div., 
he had moved up through successive po- 
sitions as freight clerk, caller, operator, 
timekeeper, brakeman, conductor, yard- 
master, ass’t trainmaster and trainmaster 
to ass’t superintendent on Los Angeles 
Div.

Mr. Pearce moves from trainmaster on 
Roseville-Sparks district of Sacramento 
Div., where he started as a brakeman in 
April 1917.

L. U. MORRIS 


From clerk on Western Div. starting in 
Dec. 1904, W. H. Marlin transferred to 
engine service as a wiper, then fireman, 
and was promoted to engineer on Stock- 
ton Div. May 1916. He transferred to 
Sait Lake Div. in 1931, where he be- 
came road foreman of engines in May 
1936, Since July 1937 he has been 
Southern District road foreman of en- 
gines with headquarters at Los Angeles. 

A. F. Green, who succeeds Mr, Pearce 
at Roseville, started as a rodman in June 
1910, He advanced in the Signal Dep't 
on Sacramento Div. to ass't signal super- 
visor Aug. 1924. During 1932-33 he was 
signal supervisor on Salt Lake and Sacra- 
mento Divisions, and was appointed 
trainmaster at Dunsmuir June 1937. 

H. W. Hall, who has been secretary to 
Vice President J. H. Dyer since Aug. 
1932, succeeds Mr. Green at Dunsmuir. 
His early service, starting in 1912, first 
with the Santa Fe and then SP, was as 
secretary-clerk and then brakeman. Fol- 
Jowing 1920 he was secty. to chief clerk, 
Executive Dept.; to Portland Div. sup’t; 
to ass’t general manager; and gen'l clerk 
in Exec. Dept. 

E. D. Smith, who started as engine 
watchman April 1914 and was since fire- 
man, engineer and roadforeman of en- 
gines, Portland Div., succeeds Mr. Kil- 
born as trainmaster at Eugene. A. C. 
Young becomes roadforeman of engines, 
Portland Div. He had previously served 
in this capacity on Los Angeles Div. and 
advanced from engine service on San 
Joaquin Div., where he started in June 
1910. R. N. Booker, who entered service 
Dec. 1903, and who has been roadfore- 
man of engines, Tucson Div., since Sept. 
1938, succeeds Mr. Maslin in the district 
position. He is in turn succeeded by En- 
gineer M. E. Ketcham, whose service 
dates from July 1913, and who had previ- 
ously been roadforeman of engines on 
Coast Div. 

L. Mayrisch, inspector of station 
forces and merchandise freight service, 
becomes supervisor of station service;

Mr. Twogood 
started in 1910 as draftsman in San 
Francisco and has been on the general 
manager's staff since 1929. 
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PMT Ends Big Job 


(pee Jast chapter in a major trucking 
job which started in September 1934 
was written on May 20, when Pacific 
Motor Trucking Co, hauled the last load 
of cement for the mighty Metropolitan 
Water District Aqueduct. Cementing of 
the San Jacinto Mountain tunnel, last of 
a long series of tunnels from the Colo- 
rado River, ended a job which involved 
the movement of 2,847,660 barrels of 
bulk cement (more than half a million 
tons} from rail heads to the aqueduct. 
More than 1,500,000 truck and tractor 
miles were run and close to 12,000,000 
ton miles were hauled. 

At the conclusion of the job oaly two 
single trucks were required, but during 
peak movements a total of 34 cement 
carrying units were in service together 
with two silos located at Mecca, one at 
Indio and an unloading pit at Garnet. 
During the peak P.M.T. bad to keep 13 
separate structures supplied with cement 
and delivered to as many as 10 of these 
in one day. Deliveries on consecutive 
days fluctuated from two to 24 carloads. 
During the peak as many as 26 carloads 
per day were unloaded and hauled, or a 
total of close to 1500 tons per day. 

During the course of the haul, P.M.T. 
was faced with two serious flood emer- 
gencies when the road used for the major 
portion of trucking from Mecca was 
washed out by cloudbursts in 1935 and 
1936. In each case schedules were 
quickly arranged and serious disruption 
of work on the aqueduct was avoided. 

In being prepared to undertake the 
immense job, P.M.T. was able to protect 
the large rail revenue from through 
trucking from mills, enabling Southern 
Pacific to offer through rates from the 
mills including delivery to the aqueduct. 


R. E. Kelly Dies 


ICHARD E. KELLY, 61, manager 

of development and colonization, 
with headquarters in Chicago, died sud- 
dealy of a heart attack June 29 in Wash- 
ington, D. C. His activities with the 
railroad in connection with locating in- 
dustries on the Pacific Coast gave him 
wide acquaintanceship throughout the 
country, and until 1933 his headquarters 
had been in San Francisco. 

Starting his railroad career as a switch- 
man with the Northern Pacific in 1900, 
Mr. Kelly soon transferred to the Pacific 
Electric in Southern California, where he 
was conductor, dispatcher, ticket and ex- 
Press agent, city ticket agent, and general 
traffic officer at San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles. In 1920 he was appointed 
special representative of the $. P. Execu- 
tive Department in San Francisco, where 
he was manager of the Development 
Bureau before receiving his last appoint- 
ment in 1928. 

He is survived by his widow and 
daughter, Mrs. Ronald Dixon.

Fo the five months ended May 31, 
1939, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 


* tem amounted to $81,218,150, or $5,- 


481,062 more than the revenues for the 
same period of 1938, an increase of 7%. 
During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $63,214,228, or 
$1,973,385 under expenses for the same 
petiod of 1938, a decrease of 3%. 

After deducting tax accruals of $7,- 
429,308, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$4,338,805, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $6,235,809, or 2 
gain of $7,645,540 compared with the 
net railway operating loss for the same 
period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of di- 
vidends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
four months ended April 30, 1939, the 
income from all sources was not suffici- 
ent to cover the fixed charges, and the 
final result was a Net Loss of $5,142,003, 
which compares with a net loss of $10,- 
492,656 for the first four months of 
1938. No dividends have been paid since 
January, 1932. Final results for the five 
months period of 1939, not available as 
the Bulletin goes to press, will be shown 
next issue.

funds for the diversified program will be 
obtained through social functions. No 
dues will be charged and thus every em- 
ploye automatically becomes a member. 

That employes over the entire system 
are becoming increasingly “club-minded” 
is evidenced in the number of letters ask- 
ing for information about the member- 
ship and methods of operation of the 
S. P. Club in San Francisco. The present 
club was organized in 1924 in the inter- 
est of “Socials, Athletics, Cooperation, 
Friendship.” Originally, its membership 
was composed only of General Office em- 
ployes, but as its activities expanded and 
interest became more widespread it was 
extended to include all Bay District em- 
ployes on Western and Coast Divisions, 
including the Bayshore Shops.

HAere't the Answer to 
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TAX CLAIM MADE BY TRUCKERS 


Noted Economist Says Highway Truckers Hide 
Behind Taxes Paid On Farm and Local Trucks 


In order that SP people may have the 
facts about taxes paid by the railroads 
as compared to the highway trucking 
industry, and the purposes for which 
those taxes are used, the Bulletin pre- 
sents the following compiled for the 
Association of American Railroads by 

r. C, Duncan, noted economist. 


HE chief point emphasized in recent 

propaganda by the trucking industry 
is that it is paying in taxes its fair share 
and more of the costs of highways used 
by it. This industry claims that its tax 
burden is heavier than that of any other 
industry, including the railroads, and 
heavier than the tax burden on urban 
property. Its conclusion is that it is not 
subsidized but over-taxed. 

For a comparison with the railroads 
the following figures are set up: 

Truck taxes, 1937........$417,500,000 

Railroad taxes, 1937... 328,000,000 

Not alone is this comparison grossly 
unfair but, also, the claims to being 
over-taxed and not subsidized are 
wholly unfounded, 

To the trucking industry, everything 
is a tax. Registration fees are taxes. So, 
likewise, are dealers licenses and 
plates, operators and chauffeurs per- 
mits, certificates of title, transfers or 
teregistration fees, and even fines and 
penalties for breach of law. 

All these things are in the figure which 
they use to compare with the railroad 
taxes that are assessed by Federal, state, 
focal and municipal governments for 
their own support and the support of 
schools and public institutions. 


The figure of $417,500,000 needs 
analysis. That part of the trucking indus- 
try for hire in over-the-road service uses 
it. In doing so they are hiding behind the 
farmers trucks, over 900,000 or 26.6 per 
cent of the total number of trucks, be- 
hind the farm tractor, more than 926,000 
in number and behind the small delivery 
trucks in cities and towns and the targer 
trucks operating solely within the cities. 
According to the Bureau of Public Roads 
the ratio of operation within the city to 
tatal operation is about one-third. 


Gas Taxes Juggled 


The figure itself is a composite, made 
up fargely of estimates. Gasoline taxes, 
for instance, set at $208,783,000 are cal- 
culated by assuming every truck regis- 
tered in the United States consumed 
1,200 gallons of gasoline per year and 
paid taxes on each gallon as set by the 
state in which registered. In most of the 
states, however, farm truck and tractor 
operations are exempt from the gasoline 
tax. The gasoline taxes paid by opera- 
tioas within city limits, if used for rural 
highway improvement, are a subsidy to 
over-the-road operators. 

The estimates for this figure and other 
figures used in the composite of $417,- 
500,000 run back to a study made by the 
Bureau of Public Roads, “Motor Vehicle 
Taxes in 1932,” published in 1934. This 
was a national survey to determine the 
total amount of fees and taxes paid by 
types and classes of motor vehicles. It is

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the source of the figures frequently used 
by truckers to support their claim that 
they represent 13-14 per cent of the total 
vehicles and pay 25-27 per cent of taxes. 
Percentages set up in this study are still 
used and underlie the $417,500,000. 

The study shows clearly how the over- 
the-road trucker who competes with rail- 
roads is hiding behind the great multi- 
tude of small trucks engaged in local 


service. A table sets up “Percentage of - 


Fees and Taxes” paid by various types 
and sizes of motor vehicles, Trucks are 
shown separately and are indicated as 
being 25 per cent, plus, of the total. 

Tt is possible, however, to separate 
trucks of different capacity. Far exam- 
ple, trucks less than three tons capacity 
and trucks of three tons capacity and 
over. From this table it is found that: 
Trucks less than 3 tons paid 80% “all 
fees and taxes’; trucks 3 tons and over 
paid 20% “alt fees and taxes.” 

The group for which the truckers 
speak represents in the mythical figure of 
$417,500,000 no more than 20 per cent 
of that figure, or $83,500,000. 


High Subsidy Per Truck 


It is also true that these are the trucks 
that have been found to be greatly sub- 
sidized wherever studies have been made. 
In New York State the subsidy runs from 
$289 to $1,224 per truck per year; in 
Missouri it runs from $231 to $615; in 
Hlinois it runs up to $996. Figures for 
the country as a whole show a subsidy to 
trucks of three tons and over of $198,- 
000,000 in 1932 and by the same ratio of 
$201,000,006 in 1937. 

This is a group that is destroying the 
best highways in Illinois, according to 
official study. It is the group for which 
there is required, according to data fur- 
nished the House Roads Committee, 
January, 1938, “immediately’’ on our 
“main or principal highways” $1,607,- 
000,000 to rebuild 57,755 miles, $683,- 
000,000 to widen 21,494 miles, $978,- 
800,000 to relocate 19,000 miles and 
$394,400,000 to widen and strengthen 
bridges, a total of more than $3,650,- 
000,000. 

In the face of these facts, it can not be 
said that these trucks are paying their 
fair share of the cost of the highways 
which they use. 

The $83,500,000 contributed by this 
group in 1937 would pay for the above 
improvements immediately required on 
our main and principal highways in 
about 44 years if used for nothing else. 
And then, by the time it was half paid 
for, it would all have to be done over 
again. 

The figure of $417,500,000 contains 
Federal government excise taxes. These 
ate taxes, and taxes not levied for high- 
way purposes. Senator Barkley has stated: 
“just for the record I think it ought to be 
stated that when the tax on gasoline was 
enacted it had no direct connection with 
building roads.” 

Nobody knows what property taxes

RAILROADS HANDLE THE BIG ONES 


EPENDABILITY of the railroads 

in handling all manner of ship- 
ments for industry and government is 
demonstrated time and again every 
month. Often these shipments are of ex- 
treme weights and dimensions, or are of 
such character that .only the railroads 
can give complete transportation service. 
Two recent shipments of this nature 
over S. P. lines were a giant 16-inch long 
range gun destined for Fort Cronkhite 
across the Golden Gate from San Fran- 


the trucking industry pays on its trucks. 
A part of their flexibility seems to be 
such as to enable them to escape the 
assessor. A diligent study by the Bureau 
of Public Roads in: 1932 failed to reveal 
the facts with respect to property taxes. 
A recent study, however, for Nebraska 
shows that the railroads paid $3,476,648 
in property taxes and that their truck 
competitors paid anly $162,469 in com- 
parable charges. In Texas during 1937 
the total property taxes by railroads 
amounted to $5,939,000. Regulated mo- 
tor carriers for hire contributed in the 
same kind of taxes the insignificant sum 
of $80,000. 

Thus is the figure of $417,500,000, so 
widely advertised by the trucking indus- 
try, “gone with the wind.”
